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Extracts from the laws, regulating the 
Library. 


Art. VI. No book $hall be taken from the 
library, but with the knowledge of the Librari- 
an. ' A membershall not have more than three 
books at a time, unless by special leave ob- 
tained by a vote of the Society. He $hall not 
retain any volume longer than four weeks, but 
may renew the same once; after which the 
Same person $hall not have the same books for 
three months, unless by special leave of the 
Standing Committee. Members living more 
than ten miles from Boston may renew their 
books without personal application. No man- 
uscript $shall be taken out of the library, but in 
the presence of the Librarian. 


Art. V1IT. Newspapers and maps shall not 
be allowed to be taken out of the library, ex- 
cept by the Publishing Committee. 


Art. IX. Fines for a breach of the sixth 
article $hall be at the weekly rate of ten cents 
for every book less than an octayo ; twenty, 
for an octavo ; thirty, for a quarto ; and forty, 
for a folio.

Whoſoever hath any friends in the countieS of Sommerſer, Glocefter, or any other countrey, 
where they doe generally ſet their Beanes and Peaſe by one at once, he may docthem a friendly 
office, tq informe them of this new invention. 

All Farmers, which have ſuch great Farmes, that they cannot poſſibly ſet their corne, may be 
there inſtruced in ſeverall experiments for the ordering of Seed-corne, where dung is wanting, 
that ic will yeeld anencreaſe almoſt donble tothe common way , though it be ſown after the ac- 

_ Cuſtomed manner. 

_  Alſothey may be inſtructed, how to chuſe and order ſome particular grounds, that the pur- 

chaſe of them may beclearely recovered at onecrop: Whereby any man may gaine as much 
yearcly by a {mall quantitie of Land, as others ger by thrice as much uſed the ordinary way. 

Alſo they may be inſtructed in many notable experiments, forthe improving of divers ſort 
of Land, whereby they may get a good advantage to themſelves, and procure an ineſtimable 

| benefic tothe Common-wealth, being generally practiſed. |

of corne yearely,may ſet the ſame Land with three quarters,and may have a farre better encreaſe 
at harveſt, then if he had ſowen the whole twentie quarters, ſo that he may ſell ſeventeene quar- = 
ters of ſeed corne, put fortieor fiftic pounds in his purſe, though he pay his workmen ar'an high. 
er rate,then they have for their common employments, by which means heſhall not want work- 
men: and befides the corne thus ſpared , being uſed for bread-corne, inthe ſame countrey, will 
keepe that wealthat home, which muſt otherwiſe have been exhauſted in buying corne broughe 

| from forreinparts. So that this skill well learned before hand,may bea better prevention againſt 
dearth, then all Store-houſes and proviſions heretofore deviſed. 


Whoſvever ſhall procure dearth or ſcarcitie the people will curſe them, bur bleſſing ſhall be 
uponthe heads of thoſe that endeavour to cauſe plenrie,
